The Blot. 

On the sixth ultimo the Legislative) As- 
sembly of British Columbia went into 
Committee of the Whole upon the Huh- 
b&th Observance BilLJ introduced by the 
sonior member for Esquimalt. The first 
olanso of the Bill having boon rend from 
the Chnir, the senior member for Yale- 
Lytton sprang to his foot and, with re- 
marks scarcely befitting the subject, mov- 
ed that "tho Committee do now rise"— 
a motion Trhich shut off debate and, if 
carriod, killed the Bill. Several mem- 
bers remonstrated , protesting against such 
treatment of a sacred subject, and against 
tho discourtesy to the gentleman who in- 
troduced the measure. 'Twas in vain. 
The movor was inexorable. He appeared 
to bo laboring under tho impression thai 
he mm achieving distinction in a popular 
oause, and ho pressed his motion. The 
vote was taken, and it was found that 
seventeen members had voted for the mo- 
tion und only six against it. ©^" Amongst 
the seventeen wore tho fivo Cabinet VAn- 
isters.-riffl It will bo admitted that the 
measure was not a perfect one. It may 
even bo conceded that some of its 
details were wholly unadopted to the ex- 
isting condition of things. All that was 
contended for was tho principle; and the 
introducer of tho Bill expressed his readi- 
ness to accept amendments iu Committee. 
Nay, he announced that he had himself 
several amendments ready which would 
probably render the measure less open to 
objection. But all appeals wore alike un- 
availing. Tho seventeen would be satis 
fled with nothing less than the instant 
and ignominious c\eath of the Sunday 
Bill,— not because of its defects but be- 
cause it was a Sunday Bill. Without any 
desire to impute motives, we may be per- 
mitted to say that if tho object was to gain 
favor with the people, those seventeen 
have been disappointed. So far as we 
have been enabled to learn, tho unbecom- 
ing treatment of tho measure meets with 
no favor. A measure enforcing, under 
proper conditions, a rational observance 
of the Sabbath is very generally desired, 
both on the Mainland and on tho Island. 
Some want it on the higher ground of reli- 
gion and morality. With them tho observ- 
ance of tho Sabbath is recognized as a 
sacred duty, obligatory under the "higher 
law." Others want it on the lower 
ground of physical economy. Science 
and experience have demonstrated that 
for man and beast to rest one day in seven 
conduces to economy and longevity. Tho 
merest utilitarian has long ceased to re- 
gard the institution of tho Sabbath as an 
arbitrary nud capricious exaction of the 
Creator. Ho knows it is a bonificent ar- 
rangement, wholly in the interest of the 
creature. Thus it is that, on one ground 
or other, everybody, or nearly everybody, 
in British Columbia really desires to see 
a proper observance of the Sabbath en- 
forced ; and from nowhere that we have 
heard do expressions of approbation re- 
specting the unseemly action of the Le- 
gislature come. Certain it is that the 
House has not raised itself in the estima- 
tion of tho people of British Columbia; 
and as for our neighbors, they must think 
us queor representatives of that great na- 
tion whoso motto long lias been, "Righte- 
ousness exalteth a nation; hut sin is a 
disgrace to any people." 

Tlie Coming Struggle 

The first session of the second Parlia- 
ment of the Dominion of Canada opens on 
Wednesday noxt. Ar, the day approaches 
•when tho two great political parties shall 
bo drawn up in martial array, the press 
begins to speculate upon tho probable 
issue. As to the relative strength of par- 
ties, authorities differ; but it is a notice- 
able fact that, while the Ministerial- jour- 
nals speak oonfldeutly of overwhelming 
majorities, it is frankly admitted by the 
loss ultra of the Opposition journals that 
"tho present Government arc apparently 
in the majority." Notwithstanding this, 
however, there are not wanting circum- 
stances which may be presumed to in- 
volve test divisions in some measuro of 
uncertainty. Seventy representatives 
make their appearance iu the House for 
the first time; and it is not to bo expected 
that these will be as well up in discipline 
and os expert in strategic tactics as old 
soldiers. And then Borne of tho leaders 
on the Ministerial side, if they did not 
suffer defeat at the polls, came out of tho 
contest under circumstances scarcely cal- 
culated to increase their influence. 
Should Sir George Oartier unfortunately 
be unable to lead the loyal battailous of 
Quebec, it is open to question how far his 
ploeecan be tilled. There are two aspirants 
for tho position -the Hon. Mr. Langovin 
and tho Hon. Mr. Cauohon, They arj 
undoubtedly both men of ability. They 
have both done tho state such service as 
might bo presumed to constitute a claim 
to tho leadership. But, unfortunately, 
each is engaged in depreciating, the in- 
fluence of the other, in order that he may 
the better promote his own. It will bo 
considered no slight to either to say that 
neither can command like Sir Lrcoi-go. 
But, after making duo allowance for these 
drawbacks, it seems impossible to arrive 
at any other conclusion than that the old 
Ministry will have following enough in 
the new Parliament. And as for com- 
manders, is not Sir John still left ? So 
long »3 ho is at tho helm there is little to 
fear; and lie has at least half a dozen 6f 
lieutenants, any one of whom would be 
more than a match for the lenders of tho 
Opposition, But the great strength of the 
Ministry will bo in their record and their 
policy. They havo boon signally success- 
ful in laying the framework of empire; 
ami they ask to be allowed a fair oppor- 
tunity to finish it. Tho request seems 
most reasonable; and it is ono which the 



good sense of tho country is sure to grant. 
The Opposition press seems to bo left 
with but ono string to harp on — tho Pa- 
cific Kailway; and that is no doubt in- 
tended to constitute the chief ground of 
attack. But it is difficult to seo in what 
way tho Government can suffer damage, 
much less defeat, on that. The work ia 
one to which the country is altogether 
too far committed to think of retreat. 
And, besides, it ia every day coming to bo 
more and more felt as a national necessity. 
If, as wo suspect, tho contract has been 
wisely and well given out, the Opposi- 
tion will experience some difficulty in 
hinging a "vote of want of confidence" ou 
tho Pacific Railway. Nor can we dis- 
cover any other question upon which 
there appears to be much hope for the Op- 
position to make headway against the 
present Government. No doubt the meet- 
ing of the new Parliament will bo tho oc- 
casion of a fierce struggle for supremacy. 
But no .serious danger scema to threaten 
the good old ship.

The wreck lios out of tho 
track of vessels bound north and it is 
feared that the Gussio Telfair may pass 
tho spot without discovering the wreck. 
This is one of tho most appalling disasters 
that has occurred ou our coast. 

"Bettkk Terms." — Belter terms seem 
to bo the order of the da)'. Since Now 
Brunswick has renewed her agitation for 
bettor terms, or in other words "nioro 
monish," other Provinces seem to be fol- 
lowing suit with a commendablo pru- 
dence. Manitoba has also put in her 
claim, though wo have not as yet hoard 
of any Commission having boon appoint- 
ed, or of any action being taken by tho 
Lojjislnture'of the Province. It only now 
remains for Btitish Columbia to demand 
that tho Pacific Railway shall be complet- 
ed in five years, or else extend over tho 
Pacific to japan; for Ontario to require 
that tlio Dominion shall assume tho debt 
owing this Province from Quebec, and 
for Quebec to turn up some other extra- 
vagant scheme, and tho different Pro- 
vinces will all be placed on an equal 
footing. — Ottawa Free Press. 

The Remaining Seat. — The fourth port-

• in cooling for want of an occupant. Tn 
one of his'spoeohes last session tho ton.

1 Two jtew Missionaries for British

Christopher L. Thompson, of Newcastle, 
and Rev. William V. Sexsmith, of Kaiue- 
bec, were ordained for the mission work 
in this oouutry. They started for Vic- 
toria on the 21st of February, and are ex- 
pected by tho next steamer. We under- 
stand that our Methodist friends are 
making arrangements to open a mission 
school among tho Chinese in this city. 
We wish them, success. Also, we see 
that tho Committee in Toronto are send- 
ing two missionaries to Japan. 

The Overland Mails.— The non-recep- 
tion of the overland mails yesterday re- 
newed dissatisfaction against the course 
pursued by the V. S. Postal authorities; 
■who, if they are allowed to play tricks on 
thoir own citizens, have no right to injure 
the people of a foreign state. The North 
Pacific waited at Port Townsend until 

• yesterday morning for the arrival of Nash 
with the mails from down the Sound : hut 
he did not come. 

Two Men were lynched in Bozeman 
City, Montana, on the night of February 
» 1st. One of them was an old man named 
Triplott, who killed a man about throo 
months ago, and tlio other was a younger 
man known as "Steamboat Bill." who 
killed a Chinawoman but two days before. 
Tho bodies of tho two men were found 
hanging the next morning after they had 
boon takon from the jail. 

Tun Canadian Pacific Railway Stock. 
Wa would remind our readers that the 
stock-books of tho Canadian Pacific Rail- 
way Company will close on the 7th inst., 
and that after that date the opportunity of 
Biibsoribing to tho stock i;i this Province 
^ will cease. It is hoped that the whole 
•amount ($760,000) will bo taken up by 
residents of the Province. 



A Miner on Mining Laws. 

Wo have been permttted to make tho 
following extracts from a private lettor: — 
Baricerville, Fob. 10, 1873. 

This, liko till other countries, cannot 
stand still, but must move ou in the gen- 
eral march of progress or else retrogade 
and go back to first principles. Since 
the first settlement of tho Colony in 
this isolated place has boon hedged in by 
a stone wall of ignorance and prejudice as 
high as tho stone wall around the Chinese 
Empire, Against, this wall of seclusion 
and prejudice tho waves of progress and 
advance have boon dashed into spray. 
Tho light of civilization has but gilded 
tho top of said wall. All beyond was, 
and is to-day, comparatively a terra incog- 
nita. Tho few remaining in the Colony 
who came in T>S, and I am sorry to mtnio 
myself amongst tho number, will remem- 
ber the gunboat which we found anchor- 
ed in tho tide-water of Fraser River. To 
that gunboat all were compelled to pay 
tribute in the way of custom dues, minor's 
certificates, permits, landing warrants, 
Ac. It was at this era in tho history of 
the Colony that tho fact of tho necessity 
of tho construction of this wall began to 
dawn on the brilliant intelloctsof tho day. 
The all-important question which present- 
ed itself to thejlucid minds of these Solons 
was, how to do it? How to keep the country 
in infancy or short clothes? How well they 
succeeded the condition of tho country 
this day will attest. There is no question 
but these law-givers have succeeded in re- 
tarding tho growth of a rich country. Uut 
enough of this. I may bore you if 1 con- 
tinue on in this strain. I have resided 
it British Columbia for near hi years and 
I am like everybody elso — as poor as a 
church mouse, with tho brilliant and Mat- 
tering prospect of remaining perhaps as 
great length of time. 

I have no aspirations for tho glorious 
privilege of remaining a pauper, but 1 
have some ambition yet to bettor my condi- 
tion in life. Should we have more liberal 
and just mining laws, then business of all 
kinds would prosper. 

We will agitato this subject in this sec- 
tion and try to assist in tho good work all 
in our power. W.

Editor Colonist.— May I avail myself 
of your columns to offer a public acknow- 
ledgment of my sense of indebtedness to 
the learned and Christian gentleman who 
has recently laid boforo tlio House, of 
which ho is bo worthy a member, a 'scheme 
fortius hotter observance of tlio Lord's 
Day V 

Without committing myself to every 
particular item in tho proposed bill, as 
being equally wise and required to reme- 
dy tho past sad stato of things, the woll- 
mgh universal desecration of tho Sunday 
in this part of the Province by all classes 
of our population, there cannot bo a 
doubt that a very much modified statute, 
even if carried out into execution without 
fear or favor, will do an incalculable 
amount of good,— will tend to save tho 
lifo as well as preserve tho health of both 
man and beast, and wipe away a disgrace- 
ful blot upon our young and fair fame as 
a Colony of ( ireat Britain which has ever- 
inoro "reverenced (bid's Sabbath. 

I, in common with many others, attri- 
bute tho premature decay and death of so 
many teamsters, miners, and others, to 
their uonobservanco of the recurrent rests 
afforded all by attention to tho divine, 
merciful prohibition of unhallowed toil 
on one day in seven. 

But it iH chiofiy on account of our hardy 
Indian men connected wilii this Mission 
that I rejoice in tin' hope of seeing secular 
Sunday toil put down by law. 

Hitherto th< y had cither to work on the 
Sunday as attendants upon teams, or 
throw up their menus of livelihood. Snro- 
lp no Christian country ought to tolerate 
such a hardship as tins '.' 

Why, on tho oilier hand, Indians in 
general are to bo exempted from tho pains 
and penalties of violating the new statute. 
1 am at a hiss to determine. 

My position towards thorn ami the 
whites in this and other questions has 
ever been to give them fair play and com- 
pel them to respect the laws which secure 
tho same advantage and good to thorn as 
to others. 

I am thankful to foe] thai at the com- 
mencement of th s Now Year, amongst 
the hundreds under my influence, 1 do 
not know of one who has not expressed a 
wish tolivo henceforth "a Godly, righte- 
ous and sober life." Let us not put un- 
necessary stnmbhngblocks in their way 
of pursuing such a course.

King Lunilalo has proposed several im- 
portant amendments to the Constitution, 
the first and most important of which is, 
the separation of the Legislature into two 
branches Nobles and Representatives. 
He proposes free suffrage, and that the 
Attorney-General shall no longer be a 
member of the Cabinet. His Majesty sug- 
gested those amendments in his message 
to the Legislative Assembly, which adopt- 
ed them, and they are' to be ratified by 
the Legislature next year.

A N ew Wheat. 

A week or two ago Mr, Shcrnf, of 
Saltcoasts, La:it Lothian, called the 
attention of farmers to the - excellence 
of a new rod wheat which was named 
"square head." This wheat, it, was 
stated, was wonderfully strong in the 
straw, very proline, and of pood ipiul- 
ity. It is fond of manure, and should 
be sown thick, at any rah; four or live 
bushels to the acre. V,'o scarcely 
think that Mr. Mcchi would agre'u 
with tho desirability of scattering so 
much seed over tho ground evrin in 
the case of "square head." However, 
this is Mr. Slierrif's idea about the 
proper quantity to deposit in tne soil, 
hlr. Hope, Fenton Barns, who has 
lon;_!' been a grower of wheat himself 
■ Fen ton at the last meel iiig of the 
Haddington Fanners' Club testified to 
the superior excellence of the new 
wheat over others: and as ibis testi- 
mony was not tending to his own ad- 
vantage, but the reverse, it may be 
presumed that the cereal is all that it 
was al first statedto ho. Mr. Hope 
stated he had experimented with it on 
a small scale last year with a si tin 11 
parcel sent from Mr. Schoiey, of Ettat- 
croft, near ( loolo, and he found that 
it yielded bttshds more per imperial 
acre than Fonton wheat, and tiid not 
lodge nearly so much —an importenl 
consideration in such a treacherous cli- 
mate as ours. The quality Mr. Hope 
expressed his belief would certainly 
not be inferior to any other variety of 
red. Mr. Hop," quoted an experiment 
conducted by Mr. Schoiey, of Kasteroft 
with four different varieties —the 
"square- head." Pet don, wholly-eared, 
and Browick rod the results being 

"square-head," 150 stones; Fen ton, 

HIS stones; wholly-oared, !12j stones; 
and Browick red Pii. stones; but iu n 
hollow where the "square-head" was 
sown tlio grain was destroyed, so that 
Mr. Sciioly calculated il exceeded the 
Fonton by six bushels per imperial 
acre, as he himself found it ts tlo. 
ifou would hardly, said Mr, Hope, be- 
lieve the crops Mr, Scholcy hail grown 
in tho two previous good years. Ho 
therefore, rocomends the members of 
the club to make a trial of if. He in- 
tended to sow nil he had grown himself.

Railvoiid Speed in England. 

Some interesting details concerning the 
speed of railway trains in England hive 
recently been published. The avernge 
rate of speed ut which the quickest «x- 
press trains travel is 47?i miles an hour. 
But there are two linos ou which thin pace 
| is exceeded. Tho ID o'clock train on the 
Great Northern road reaches Peters- 
borough at half- past 11; the distance in 
7l>', miles, and tlie pace M miles an hour. 
The quarter to 12 train on the Groat 
Western makes the run to Swindon, 77 ' 4 
miles, without, stopping, ami does it iu 
one hour and 27 minutes, orut the rate of 
53^ miles an hour. There are a number 
of other roads which makes runs at tho 
rate of from 45 to 02 miles an hour; but 
the journey from [.end, in to Path by the 
quarter to 12 train is tho quickest in the 
world. Tho distance is 107 miles, and it 
is done in two hours and thirteen minutes, 
including a stoppage of 10 minutes at 
Swindon, Tho actual time in traveling 
I is two hours and three minutes -— sonie- 
I thing over fifty-two niiler, an hour.
